The 
difference is that rain accompanied 
by wind will make ducks take to the 
air to find shelter from the wind, 
not from the rain. 


The coastal waterfowler 
prays 


for a 
blustery northeaster, 
not 


because of the soaking he's going 
to get out in it, or because 
his 


awn drenching will make ducks or 
geese get up off the bay, but be- 
cause heavy winds break up those 
huge off shore 
rafts of fowl that 


have 
been 
tantalizing him for 


weeks. Then he gels 
bunch after 


bunch of birds to look over his de- 
coys in the cove and a fat bag that 
makes up for the soaking. 


Not too many months back I was 


shooting rice-fed mallards in 
the 


Arkansas pinoak 
country. 
The 


second morning was 
turned out 


into a steady windless rain, the kind 
of downpour that dribbles 
right 


straight down the back of your neck 
in large chunks. But being duck- 
hunters and slightly touched as all 
devoted duck hunting are, at first 
light we waded out through the pin 
oaks and started calling. 


A great day 
for ducks? It was 


lousy, as far as the shooting was 
concerned. A couple of miles from 
us on a reservoir, there were eight 
or ten thousand quackers rafted up, 
And they 
stayed put. They knew 


they'd get just as wet in the woods 
as in the pond. 


Then around 
noon, 
what little 


breeze there was began to switch 


around 
the northwest and 
blow 


harder 
for clearing weather. Not 


until then did the mallards start 
peeling off the pond, first in little 
family bunches, then 
in clouds,

cause heavy winds break up those 
huge off shore 
rafts of fowl that 


have 
been 
tantalizing him for 


weeks. Then he gels 
bunch after 


bunch of birds to look over his de- 
coys in the cove and a fat bag that 
makes up for the soaking.

shooting rice-fed mallards in 
the 


Arkansas pinoak 
country.

to get out in it, or because 
his 


awn drenching will make ducks or 
geese get up off the bay, but be- 
cause heavy winds break up those 
huge off shore 
rafts of fowl that 


have 
been 
tantalizing him for 


weeks. Then he gels 
bunch after 


bunch of birds to look over his de- 
coys in the cove and a fat bag that 
makes up for the soaking. 


Not too many months back I was 


shooting rice-fed mallards in 
the 


Arkansas pinoak 
country. 
The 


second morning was 
turned out 


into a steady windless rain, the kind 
of downpour that dribbles 
right 


straight down the back of your neck 
in large chunks. But being duck- 
hunters and slightly touched as all 
devoted duck hunting are, at first 
light we waded out through the pin 
oaks and started calling.

because of the soaking he's going 
to get out in it, or because 
his 


awn drenching will make ducks or 
geese get up off the bay, but be- 
cause heavy winds break up those 
huge off shore 
rafts of fowl that 


have 
been 
tantalizing him for 


weeks. Then he gels 
bunch after 


bunch of birds to look over his de- 
coys in the cove and a fat bag that 
makes up for the soaking. 


Not too many months back I was 


shooting rice-fed mallards in 
the 


Arkansas pinoak 
country. 
The 


second morning was 
turned out 


into a steady windless rain, the kind 
of downpour that dribbles 
right 


straight down the back of your neck 
in large chunks. But being duck- 
hunters and slightly touched as all 
devoted duck hunting are, at first 
light we waded out through the pin 
oaks and started calling.

WASHINGTON .0?!— In the

months since Congress "outlawed' 
the Communist party, the govern- 
ment has net cracked down on the 
party under that act in any way.

WASHINGTON .0?!— In the

months since Congress "outlawed' 
the Communist party, the govern- 
ment has net cracked down on the 
party under that act in any way.

the Communist party, the govern- 
ment has net cracked down on the 
party under that act in any way.

The Eisenhower a- dmi nistration

earthquake

WHAT IS ABC? 


The Audit Bureau of Circulations, Chicago, by 


its own definition is: "A co-operative association 
of advertisers, advertising agencies and publishers 
for the verification of circulation of newspaper and 
periodical members in the United States and Can- 
ada."

1955 strawberry crop will be 
the 


smallest since 1918 when crop esti- 
mates began, the Crop Reporting 
Service said today. 


An estimated 3,500 acres of the 


berries will be available for pick- 
ing.

acres in 1944. 


The low acreage is attributed by
